Declare* Railway Magnate Gave $50,- 


000 to Republicans In 1904 and Was 
Told of Raising $250,000. 
\ 


That Colonel Roosevelt, late in 1903 
and in 1904, when he was president. 
Invited the late E. H. Harriman to 
come to see him at the White House, 
and that Harriman had given at least 
$50,000 to the 1904 campaign of Roose­ 
velt, was brought in before the senate 
Bublcommittee in Washington investi- 
(ating campaign funds of that and fol- 
>wing years. 
The witness testifying regarding the 
Koosevelt-Harrlman episode of 1904 
was C. C. Tegethoff, formerly private 
secretary to the railroad magnate. The 
committee expected to leam from him' 
whether thet Harriman estate had any 
documentary evidence of the raising 
of a $250,000 fund in 1904. Tegethoff 
said Harriman had told him of raising 
that fund at Roosevelt's request, and 
also produced letters relating to ap­ 
pointments of an ambassador and oth­ 
ers by Roosevelt, the letters showing 
intimate relations between the then 
president and the big railway man. 


Tegethoff produced a series of pa­ 
pers from the Harriman estate file. 
The first was a receipt signed by C. 
N. Bliss as treasurer of the Republi­ 
can national committee, dated 1904, It 
was for $50,000, which Mr. Tegethoff 
said was Mr. Harriman’s contribution 
to the Republican campaign fund of 
1904. 


Then Mr. Tegethoff put in the record 
a series of letters in which Roosevelt 
asked Harriman to visit him at the 
White House during the fall and win­ 
ter of 1903. Letters dated Oct. 2 and 
Oct. 9 from the former president ask­ 
ing Harriman whether he “would be in 
Washington soon/' and invited him 
either to lunch or dine at the White 
House. 
Replies from Mr. Harriman 
said that he was not planning to come 
to Washington at that time, but might 
come later. 


Letters of that character continued 
up to May 17, 1904, when President 
Roosevelt wrote asking Harriman if he 
could “take lunch with me on Monday, 
May 23." If this was not convenient,* 
the president suggested that Harri­ 
man dine with him on either Wednes­ 
day or Thursday. 


The date, according to a rapid ex­ 
change of letters produced, was finally 
fixed for Wednesday evening, May C“>, 
when Mr. Harriman consented to dine 
at the White House. 


Other letters read showed that Har­ 
riman asked for an advance copy o‘ 
Roosevelt's message to congress in 
1904, but that the president was “com­ 
pelled to refuse because of the danger 
of its becoming public." 


The next letter read was the fa­ 
mous “you-and-I-are-practical-men'' let­ 
ter, which was written by Roosevelt 
to Harriman on Oct. 14, 1904, in which 
the president said that if Harriman’s 
visit would “endanger either" he might 
postpone It until after the election. 


In one case Roosevelt declined to 
see Harriman because of “being up to 
my ears 
in 
w ork'^presum ably the 
marriage of his daughter Alice to Rep­ 
resentative Longworth, of Ohio. 


Tegethoff said Harriman told him 
that as a result of the conference with 
Roosevelt the much-discussed fund oi 
|250,000 was raised. 


“Did Mr. Harriman ever say any 
thing to you about campaign funds?' 
asked Senator Clapp, the chairman 
°Yes; during his illness. He told mi 
of the relations which existed between 
Roosevelt and himself. 
He remarked 
then that I knew he (Harriman) hail 
been importuned to come to Washing 
ton and that he had gone, and also I 
knew, he said, that as a result of the 
Yisit he had raised, at Roosevelt's re 
*uest, a fund of $250,000." 


Tegetholf 
said 
that, so far as he 
knew, Harriman had not contributed 
to the 1908 campaign nor to any cun 
gressional campaign fund. 


Senator Paynter asked whether th€ 
witness knew anything concerning the 
$250,000 fund. Tegethoff then read a 
letter from Harriman to Sidney Web 
ster, a lawyer, dated Jan. 2, 19U6. T'lU 
letter substantiated the tale told th* 
committee by John D. Archbold con 
cerning the presentation of $125,0jj. 
by the Standard Oil company la llu 
Roosevelt campaign fund. 


The letter from Harriman to Web 
•ter stcued that Roosevelt had deliber 
ately plotted to entrap the railroad 
king and had practically forced him 
to superintend the raising of the funa 
of $250,000. 
Harriman declared tin. J 
50,000 votes were changed by the fun*) 
most of them being in New York city 
The 
money was used “for politic*, 
purposes and for the 
lone politic** 
watchers." 


Charles A. Peabody, former counscs 
for Harriman and now president 
the Mutual Life Insurance Compao 
of ftew York, was then called.

Some estimates have been as high ai 
$10,000,000. 
The total receipts of th< 
Republican 
national 
committee 
fot 
that year, according to the Bliss tig 
ures, were $3,500,000. 


The other campaign figure», taket 
from the "record of the national treats 
urer, were: 1S92, $1,GOO,000; 1900, $3, 
000,000; 1904, $2,088,000, 


This simple statement of totals was 
about the only important information 
that the senate 
committee 
elicited 
from the younger Mr. BIIbs, who a<- 
executor of 
his father's 
estate had 
been directed to produce any paper* 
on his possession bearing on campaign 
contributions. 


Mr. “Bliss was unable to throw anv 
light on the charges made by John D 
Archbald, of the Standard Oil com 
pany, that big business organization- 
contributed $10,000,000 to the Roos^ 
velt 1904 campaign and was asked by 
Treasurer Bliss to give an additional 
$150,000, with the understanding that 
the contribution would be greatly ap 
predated by President Roosevelt. 


Mr. Bliss acknowledged 
that 
his 
father had “permitted" to be destroyer1 
the campaign records in hta possession 
extending over sixteen years. He testi 
fled that hi* father shortly before his 
death told him that he had permitted 
all the records to be destroyed. The 
elder Bliss knew then that he had nol 
long to live, a n d added that he iid 
not want to make those records a sub 
ject of political controversy when h* 
would not be able to explain the con 
tributions. Mr. Bliss died about a yeru 
ago, and his 3on could not say exactly 
when the records were destroyed. 


Two Army Airmen Killed. 


Lieutenant Lewis C. Rockwell, of 
the 
Tenth 
Infantry, 
and 
Corporal 
Frank S. Scott, of the army aviatiot 
school at College Park« near Balti 
more, Md., are dead as the result ot 
an aeroplane accident. 


Corporal Scott was instantly killed, 
but Lieutenant Rockwell died on the 
operating table at the Walter Reed 
General hospital in Baltimore, where 
he was taken after the acicdent in 
the automobile of Captain Charles De 
Forest Chandler, commanding otllcm 
of the school. 


The accident was due to the failure 
of the motor to stop running when 
Aviator Rockwell reached up to tut 
It off. 
The machine, which was hu* 
thirty feet from the ground and abou* 
to make a landing, plunged nose-down 
ward, into the earth. 


Scott was hurled several feet from 
the machine, while Rockwell lay a fow 
feet away from him. Brother officers 
who were acting as officials of the 
test flight, carefully picked up the t.wo 
men. 
Scott was found to be lifeless, 
his skull being crushed, his clothing 
torn from 'him and his bones broken 
Rockwell, with his head buried partly 
In 
the 
earth, still showed signs ot 
life, but was unconscious. The army 
surgeon stationed at the field, aftor a 
hasty examination, ordered him rush 
ed to the hospital in a final attempt 
save his life. He never regained con

HOW TO KNOW AND AVOID THE 
VENOMOUS SNAKES. 


By a careful study of the subject it 
Aas been found that there are about 
twenty-five different kinds of snakes 
in the state of Ohio. 


From our own knowledge of rep­ 
tiles it is probable that this number 
of varieties will bo found in most of 
the middle west and western states. 


The venomous snakes found in that 
section of the country west of Penn­ 
sylvania aro two kinds of rattlesnakes 


chin and throat and nearly uniformly 
colored scales without white margins. 
The pilot snake has keeled scales all 
over Its body; the scales have whit# 
margins, but there is no white mark­ 
ing on chin and throat. Both of these 
snakes are commonly found in mead­ 
ows where 
they 
ready 
access to 
meadow mice. 
Just last summer the 
writer happened to be in a meadow 
at the time it was being mown and 
had the pleasure of seeing an Im­ 
mense blue racer come out of the tall 
grass with a large mouse in its mouth.

This invention relates to a novel 
form of aeroplane, and more particu­ 
larly to one having automatic stabiliz­ 
ing devices co-acting therewith. 
An 
object Is to provide means for auto­ 
matically maintaining or restoring the 
lateral and longitudinal balance of the 
aeroplane. 
Further, an object is to 


Can-ying 175 pounds and facing over 
turf, making many jumps, Jerry M>, an 
Irish thoroughbred, covered a distance 
of four miles in ten minutes flat. 
He is considered the greatest horse 
in Ireland, and perhaps on the con* 
tlnent, and in view of the heavy weight 
carried, is truly a wonder.

a w'riter In the Horseshoers’ Journal, 
what about the old warriors of the

The Dutchman, in May, 1836, on the 
Centerville (L. I.) course under saddle 
and at the trotting gait, went four 
miles in 10:51. 
The weight carried 
by the horse is not stated, but judg­ 
ing from Hiram Woodruff’s scaling pt 
160 pounds, without saddle, It Is safe 
to say that the Dutchman carried near­ 
ly as much weight as Jerry M. did 
when he won the Liverpool Grand Na­ 
tional Steeplechase recently in 
ten 
minutes. 


When it 
is 
considered that 
the 
Dutchman worked at the trotting gait, 
the performance is all the greater. 
Ten minutes and fifty-one seconds for 
four miles was the best of early days, 
and the mark was a record for many 
years for trotters working under sad­ 
dle. 
Reduced to miles it means that 
the average for each was 2:42%. 


The record for runners for four 
miles made previous to 1842, was held 
by Fashion, who won over Boston, a 
nine-year-old, in 7:32% or 1:15% for 
each mile covered. 
The record w?as 
established at Union Course, L. I., in 
May, 1842, the best previous record 
for the same distance being held by 
Eclipse in a race with Henry over the 
same course in May, 1823, the time hew­ 
ing 7:37. 


The wonderful prowess of EclipsG 
and other horses of the time was es­ 
tablished by the fact that they could 
repeat the same long distance on the 
came day, though not in time as 
fast as the first heat. 
Eclipse in his 
race worked under the three in five 
plan, and each heat was made in time 
as follows: First heat, 7:37; second 
heat, 7:49; third heat, S:24. 
This was 
in 1823, 89 years ago, wfhen blood was 
put to a test, the four miles route be­ 
ing not an uncommon thing to 
wit­ 
ness. 


Tracing the lines of the thorough­ 
breds back into history, how s many 
times we see the name of Eclipse men­ 
tioned; his blood intermingles with 
the very select of the present day,

Declares Railway Magnate Gave $50,- 


000 to Republicans In 1904 and Was 
Told of Raising $250,000. 


That Colonel Roosevelt, late in 1903 
and in 1904, when he was presidoni. 
invited the late E. H. Harriman to 
come to see him at the White House, 
and that Harriman had given at least 
150,000 to the 1904 campaign of Roose- 
velt, was brought in before tlie senate 
Bublcommittee in Washington investi- 
(ating campaign funds of that and fol- 


ïwing years. 
The witness testifying regarding the 
Roosevelt-Harrlman 
episode of 
1904 
was C. C, Tegethoff, formerly private 
secretary to the railroad magnate. The 
committee expected to leayn from him 
whether the, Harriman estate had any 
documentary evidence of the raising 
of a $250.000 fund in 1904. Tegethoff 
said Harriman had told him of raising 
that fund at Roosevelt's request, and 
also produced letters relating to ap- 
pointments of an ambassador and oth- 
ers by Roosevelt, thé letters showing 
intimate relations between the then 
president and the big railway man. 


Tegethoff produced a series of pa- 
pers from the Harriman estate file. 
The first was a receipt signed by C. 
N. Bliss as treasurer of the Republi- 
can national committee, dated 1904. It 
was for $50,000, which Mr. Tegethoff 
said was Mr. Harriman's contribution 
to the Republican campaign fund ot 
1904. 


Tben Mr. Tegethoff put in the record 
a series of letters in which Roosevelt 
asked Harriman to visit him at the 
White House during the fall and win- 
ter of 1903, Letters dated Oct. 2 and 
Oct. 9 from the former president ask- 
ing Harriman whether he "would be in 
Washington soon," and invited him 
either to lunch or dine at the White 
House. 
Replies from Mr. Harriman 
said that he was not planning to come 
to Washington at that time, but might 
come later. 


Letters of that character continued 
up to May 17, 1904, when President 
Roosevelt wrote asking Harriman if he 
could ''take lunch with me on Monday, 
May 23." 
If this was not convenient,' 
the president suggested that 
Harri- 
man dine with him on either Wednes- 
day or Thursday. 


The date, according to a rapid ex- 
change of letters produced, was finally 
fixed for Wednesday evening. May !?">, 
when Mr. Harriman consented to dine 
at the White House. 


Other letters read showed that Har- 
riman asked for an advance copy o* 
Roosevelt's message to congress In 
1904, but that the president was "com- 
pelled to refuse because of the danger 
of its becoming public." 


The next letter read was the fa- 
mous "you-and-l-are-practical-men" let- 
ter, which was written by Roosevelt 
to Harriman on Oct. 14, 1904, In which 
the president said that if Harriraan'3 
visit would "endanger either" he migiit 
postpone it until after the election. 


In one case Roosevelt declined to 
see Harriman because of "being up to 
my ears 
in 
work"-7-presumably the 
marriage of his daughter Alice to Rep- 
resentative Longworth, of Ohio. 


Tegethoff said Harriman told him 
that as a result of the conference wit.h 
Roosevelt the much-discussed fund oi 
1250,000 was raised. 


"Did Mr. Harriman ever say any 
thing to you about campaign funds?" 
asked Senator Clapp, the chairman 
"Yes; during his illness. He told m* 
of the relations which existed between 
Roosevelt and himself. 
He remarked 
then that I knew he (Harriman) hati 
been importuned to come to Washing 
ton and that he had gone, and also i 
knew, he said, that as a result of the 
visit he had raised, at Roosevelt's r6 
%uest, a fund of |:250,000." 


Tegethoff 
said 
that, so far as hi 
knew, Harriman had not contributed 
to the 1908 campaign nor to any cun 
fressional campaign fund. 


Senator Paynter asked whether the 
witness knew anything concerning tht 
$250,000 fund. Tegethoff then read a 
letter from Harriman to Sidney Web 
Bter, a lawyer, dated Jan. 2, 19U6. Ti.iá 
letter substantiated the tale told th*- 
commltiee by John D. Archbold con 
cerning the presentation of |125,0jí. 
by the Standard Oil company lo. iht 
Roosevelt campaign fund. 


1'he letter from Harriman to Web 
•ter sailed that Rooseyelt had deliber 
ately plotted to entrap the railrosd 
king and nad practically forced him 
to superintend the raising of the funa 
of 1250.000. 
Harriman declared tb:.i 
60,000 votes were changed by the fund 
most of them being in New York city 
The 
money was used "for poliiict 
purposes and for the 
lone política 
watchers." 


Charles A. Peabody, former counsa 
for Harriman and now president 
il 
the Mutual Liie Insurance Compai.) 
of Tiew York, was then called.

Mark Hanna spent many millionB o' 
dollars to elect 
McKinley in 189R 
Some estimates have been as high ai 
$10.000.000. 
The total receipts of th< 
Republican 
national 
committee 
foi 
that year, according to the Bliss tig 
ures, were 13.500,000. 


The other campaign figures, taket 
from the "record of the national trca.s 
urer, were: 1892, $1.000,000; 1900, $3, 
000.000; 1904. $2,088,000. 


This simple statement of totals was 
about the only important information 
that the senate 
committee 
elicited 
from the younger Mr. Bliss, who a^ 
executor of 
his father's 
estate hari 
been directed to produce any paper,- 
on his possession bearing on campnigt 
contributions. 


Mr. "Bliss was unable to throw an\ 
light on the charges made by John D 
Archbald, of the Standard Oil com 
pany, that big business organization? 
contributed $10,000,000 to the Roos'^ 
velt 1904 campaign and waa asked by 
Treasurer Bliss to give an additional 
$150,000. with the understanding that 
the contribution would be greatly ap 
predated by President Roosevelt. 


Mr. Bliss acknowledged 
that 
his 
father had "permitted" to be destroyer^ 
the campaign records in hik. possession 
extending over sixteen years. He testi 
fled that his father shortly before Uls 
death told him that he had permitted 
all the records to be destroyed.

HOW TO KNOW AND AVOID THE 
VENOMOUS SNAKES. 


By a careful study of the subject It 
Aas been found that there are about 
twenty-five different kind« of snakes 
In the state of Ohio, 


From our own knowledge of rep- 
tiles It is probable that this number 
of varieties will be found in most of 
the middle west and western states. 


The venomous snakes found in that 
section of the country west of Penn- 
sylvania are two kinds of rattlesnakes 
and the copi>orbead. 
The copperhead 
is pretty widely distributed. 
It is 
hazel-brown, shaded with coppery red 
and has on its back fifteen to twenty- 
five V-Bhaped yellow blotches and a 
rpw of thirty-five to forty black spots 
on each side. 
The head Is copper- 
colored, and the length of this snake 
is not over forty inches. 


The 
copperhead' is 
a 
dangerous 
snake, because it has no rattle with 
which to warn persons approaching 
it and is quick to strike. However, it 
quickly disappears on the clearing of 
laud and the settlement of the coun- 
try. There are two species of rattlers, 
the prairlo and the common rattle- 
snake. 
The former varies in color, 


chin and throat and nearly unlformlf 
colored scales without white marglaa. 
Tho pilot snake has keeled scales all 
over its body; the scales have whit« 
margins, but there Is no white mark- 
ing on chin and throat. Both of these 
snakes are commonly found in mead- 
ows where 
they 
ready 
access 
to 
meadow mice. Just last summer tho 
writer happened to be in a meadow 
a't the time it was being mown and 
had the pleasure of seeing an im- 
mense blue racer come out of the tall 
grass with a large mouse In Its mouth. 
It stopped in plain sight and swal- 
lowed the mouse whole, as is 
the 
habit of all snakes. 


This was a demonstration of 
an 
economic habit, and as meadow mice 
were abundant in the field In ques- 
tion. the serpent had no doubt taken 
up its abode there for the time being 
and was fattening itself on 
the 
ro- 
dents.

We have a number of small snakes 
like the grass snakes, ribbon snakes 
and water snakes, and some larger

Some of these are likely to 
continue common where some - other 
species will become extirpated, for 
each has some peculiarity which acts 
as a protection. 
The water snakes 
live in small creeks and ditches ev- 
erywhere and find protection in debris 
that gathers In obstructing places. As 
we shall alsvays have open waterwa3\s, 
these Snakes have 
a great 
prospect 
for the future. The grass snakes are 
colored like the foliage and are thus 
well protected. 
The milk snake is 
adapted for living about human habi- 
tations and so will not be necessarily 
reduced In numbers by the clearing 
and ditching of the country. 


As snakes are more often than any 
other animal killed 
at 
sight, 
the 
writer cannot resist the temptation at 
this time of saying something in their 
behalf. 
It is surely a pity that no 
snake, no matter how useful, or on the 
other hand how lacking in any harm- 
ful trait, dare show itself in the open 
without risking its life. 
The water 
snake has some way of appreciating 
this situation, for when it comes out 
of the water to sun itself, It rests In 
such a position that it can slide ofl 
into the water and mud at a second's 
notice. A lai'ge number of our species 
of snakes do more good than harm, 
and this fact should be considered in 
our treatment of them. 


In Spain the wedding is spoiled if

RECALL OLD RECORDS 


AMERICA HAS HAD 
HORSES 
OP 
RARE 
RENOWN. 


Intertsting Comparison of Thost of 
Eighty Years Ago With Jerry M/a 
Recent Remarkable Race 
In Ireland. 


Can-ylng 175 pounds and >acing over 
turf, making many jumps, Jerry M., an 
Irish thoroughbred, covered a distance 
of 
four miles in ten minutes 
flat. 
He is considered the greatest horse 
in Ireland, and perhaps on the con- 
tinent, and In view of the heavy weight 
carried, is truly a wonder. 
But, says 
a writer in the Horseshoers' Journal, 
what about the old warriors of the 
American turf, those of the '303 and 
•408 going the same route, working at 
the trotting gait and covering 
dis- 
tances In a little slower time. 


The Dutchman, In May, 1836, on the 
Centervllle (L. I.) course under saddle 
and at the trotting gait, went four 
miles in 10:51. 
The weight carried 
by the horse is not stated, but Judg- 
ing from Hiram Woodruff's scaling ¿of 
160 pounds, without saddle, it Is safe 
to say that the Dutchman carried near-« 
ly as much weight as Jerry M. did 
when he won the Liverpool Grand Na- 
tional Steeplechase recently in 
ten 
minutes. 


When it 
is 
considered that 
the 
Dutchman worked at the trotting gait, 
the performance is all the 
greater. 
Ten minutes and fifty-one seconds for 
four miles was the best of early days, 
and the mark was a record for many 
years for trotters working under sad- 
dle. 
Reduced to miles it means that 
the average for each was 2:42%. 


The record 
for runners 
for four 
miles made previous to 1842, was held 
by Fashion, who won over Boston, a 
nine-year-old, in 7:32% or 1:15% for 
each mile covered. 
The record was 
established at Union Course,' L. I., in 
May, 1842, the best previous record 
for the same distance being held by 
Eclipse in a race with Henry over tha 
same course in May, 1823, the time be- 
ing 7:37. 


The wonderful prowess of 
Eclipso 
and other horses of the time was es- 
tablished by the fact that they could 
repeat the same long distance on the 
came day, though 
not in time 
as 
fast as the first heat. 
Eclipse in his 
race worked under the three in five 
plan, and each heat was made in time 
as follows: First heat, 7:37; second 
heat, 7:49; third heat, 8:24. 
This was 
in 1823, Si) years ago, when blood was 
put to a test, the four miles route be- 
ing not an uncommon thing to 
wit- 
ness. 


Tracing the lines of the thorough- 
breds back into history, how . many 
times we see the name of Eclipse men- 
tioned; his blood intermingles 
with 
the very select of the present day, 
and the reafeon why is 
easily 
seen. 
Time has not bade great changes in 
the thorouKhbred line if the perform^ 
anees of Eclipse are figured up.

killed by a thunc^erbolt; eleven times 
more likely to be shot dead, through 
malice or accident; twelve times more 
likely to die of heat 
or 
sunstroke, 
twenty-eight times more likely to dlo 
of bums or scalds, thirty-four 
times 
more 
likely 
to be drowned. 
Only 
about 276 people in our land are an- 
nually put to death by Jove's 
fiery 
darts. 
Of course tho death rate from 
this cause varies from year to year. 
It was above the average In 1909, and 
•ven heavier in 1906. 
Some astron- 
omers believe that the 
severity of 
thunderstorms

gists generally deny these theories. 


They agree that your danger from 
the celestial artillerry depends princi- 
pally upon tho locality In which you 
live, and your shelter at the time of 
the storm.

to dwell within the danger zone, se- 
lect for your castle a house In

midst of a city block with continuous 
tin roofs connected to well anchored 
waterspouts.

eral exnenees and in return was to receive 
ft 2-acro tract of land owned by the writ- 
er. 
This letter was received by the son 
last Thursday and is supposed to have 
been wrilten in contemplation of self do- 
atruction by the writer. What caused the 
shooting of the two sisters of Hendrix is 
ft mystery, as there was no ill feelinpr be. 
tween Caskey and the women. 
Caskoy 
had been in ill health for a long time and 
was addicted to taking large quantities of 
medicine. 
When the bodies were discov- 
ered they were cold, indications beinff 
that tl;o tragedy was committed about 10 
o'clock yesterday morning. 
That robbe- 
ry was not a motive is indicated by the 
fact that money in the Hendrix house was 
not disturbed. 
The three victims ot the 
«hooting were all shot in the side of the 
head, indicating that they were killed 
without knowledge of the approach of 
their assailant. 
Absence of signs of a 
etuggle tends to confirm the prevailing 
opinion that Caskey was mentally unbal- 
anced by brooding over his health and 
financial affairs.
